COAST GUARD RESCUES FOUR AFTER BOAT SINIKS 

This morning at 1:27 AM, a 41° Rescue Boat from the AUantie City station 
rescued four men from their sinking liferaft five miles southeast of Atlantic City. 
At 1:03 AM Coast Guard Station Atlantic City received a Mayday call from the crew on 
the liferaft using a handheld marine radio. They indicated that their 37' vessel “Sure 
Thing” had sunk and that they were in an inflatable raft. They also indicated that the raft 
was leaking air. Within three minutes, the rescue boat was underway. 


Rescued were Robert Nicoteral (KB2ERIL) 47 of Pennsylvania, Steve Nicotera 17, Jeff 


Valtes, 21, and Edward Morris, 41. All four men were taken to the Coast Guard station. 
The operator indicated that he couldn’t make a Mayday call from the “Sure Thing” 
because water had covered the boats batteries, disabling the radio. 
“The operator was certainly prudent to have an alternate means of communication avail- 
able. The handheld radio enabled us to launch right away and make the rescue. Without 
the mayday call, it is possible that no one would have realized there was trouble until the 
next day when they failed to return as scheduled” said LT Rich Condit, Commanding 
Oflicer of the station. “Having the right safety gear can sometimes mean. the difference 
between life and death.”

The flight transporting the VHF and UHI hand-held transceivers and associated anten- 
nas and accessories to the ISS had been scheduled to launch in December. NASA im- 
posed a shuttle launch hiatus to perform electrical inspections of the entire shuttle fleet, 
however, disrupting the launch schedule, The inspections came in the wake of problems 
during the July launch of the shuttle Columbia, when astronauts and ground controllers 
struggled with power failures in computers controlling two of the orbiter’s three main 
engines. 

“Our number one priority for the space shuttle is to fly safely, and that is why we delayed 
our launch preparations and have performed comprehensive wiring inspections and re- 
pairs,” Space Shuttle Program Manager Ron [ittemore said. 

NASA and Russian space agency officials also have agreed to delay the launch of the 
Zvezda service module that will house the amateur gear. According to NASA, a US 
delegation and the Russians agreed that “it is no longer prudent to proceed with the 
current service module schedule.” The new projected launch window is between Decem- 
ber 26 and January 16. 

In August, key antenna hardware for the Amateur Radio on the International Space 
Station project headed for NASA’s Goddard Space Flight Center to undergo integration 
and flight qualification testing. The initial ham gear will support amateur operation 
lrom the ISS on voice and AFSK packet on 2 meters and 70 em.

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Radio Legend Jean Shepherd, K2ORS, SK 


Radio broadcasting legend Jean Shepherd, RZORS, died October 16. [le was 78. News 
reports say Shepherd died in a hospital near his home in Sanibel Island, Flonda. 

One of the original radio “lalkers,“ Shepherd gained a loyal following of overnight lis- 
teners during his more than two-decade tenure al powerful WOR in New York during, the 
1950s, 60s and early 70s. 

Shepherd remained active on |]! SSB and vecasionally on 2-meter FM. A former 

ARR member, he did some hammung from his boat in [lorida in recent vears. 
On the air, “Shep” worked without a script or reliance on telephone callers spinning 
yarns—Lypically with a sardonic edye-—oltcn based on his boyhood years in Hainmond, 
Indiana, and his time in the Army and occasionally mentioning ham radia. Among the 
characters he created was alter ¢go Ralphie Parker, who appeared in lus 1°83 tilm clas- 
sic “A Christmas Story,” which he wrote and narrated. 

Shepherd also penned numerous articles and several books, including In God We 
‘Trust, AIL Others Pay Cash in 1966 and Wanda Hickey’s Night of Golden Memories in 
1971, He also produced the TV programs Jean Shepherd’s America and Shepheres’s Pie 
lor PISS, as well as several PBS American Playhouse productions, meluding The Phan- 
tom of the Open Hearth and The Great American fourth of July and Other Disasters. 

His third wife, Leigh, died last year, and he had no survivors. 

“He captivated a generation with his stories,” said vintage radio bulf John Dilks, 
K2TON. “He is survived by Schwurtz, I*lick, Bruner and all of the other wonderful char- 
acters he created.”

Phase 31D Project Leader Karl Meinzer, DJ4ZC, and a delegation from AMSAT-DL are 
at the Phase 31D Integration Laboratory in Orlando this week, giving the satellite a final 
once-over, “So far, everything is proceeding smoothly,” said AMSAT-NA President Keith 
Baker, KI31SI°. He said the German team is putting P3D through its paces as a final 
checkout prior to shipping the satellite to the launch site at Kourou in French Guiana at 
month’s end. 

A contract accepting Phase 3]) as a payload for the “first suitable* Arianespace Ariane 
5 vehicle launch was signed October 5. Meinzer said a launch opportunity could come 
during the first half of next year.
